sembly for. a complete constitutional 
government. 


In an imperial edict issued today the 


throne humbly apologizes for its past 
neglect and grants an immediate con- 
stitution, with a cabinet from which 
nobles shall be excluded, and a free par- 
don for the rebels and all political of- 
fenders. 


.The government is preparing for the 


defense of Peking. Terror liaj now 
seized the highest 
officials, many of 


whom are deserting ,their posts and flee- 
ing to Tien Tsin. It is feared that to- 
day's miirender on the part of the throne 
has come too late to save the situation.

"The 
people of this land having by long sanction 


and practice set apart toward the close of each passing 
year a day on which to cease from their labors and 
assemble for the purpose of giving praise to Him who 
is the author of the blessings they have enjoyed, it 
is my duty as chief executive to designate at this time 
the day for the fulfillment of this devout purpose. 


"Our 
country has been signally favored in many 


ways. 
The round of the seasons has brought rich 


harvests. Our industries have thriven for beyond our 
domestic needs, the productions of our later arc daily 
finding enlarged markets abroad. We have been free 
from the 'curses of pestilence, of famine and of war. 
Our national counsels have furthered the cause of 
peace in other lands and the -spirit of benevolence has 
brought us into closer touch with other peoples, to 
the strengthening of the bonds of fellowship and good 
will that links us to our comrades in the universal 
jrotherhood of nations. Strong in the sense of our 
own right and inspired by a strong sense of the rights 
of .others we live in peace and harmony with the

The splen- 
did building occupied by the New York 
World stands on the site where near half 
a century ngo stood <i hotel from the 
lobby of which a heartless porter kicked 
young Pulitzer as he sought

In a report so exhaustive and volum- 


inous that it is practically impossible 
to obtain a synopsis, the

progress that lias been made in the work 
for the past four years continues it will 
be but a short time when the aeroplane 
will overshadow the battleship ami the 
soldier as a means of defense and de- 
struction in case of war, experts now 
believe. 


When the fnited States government 


first became interested in aviation, it 
made rigid demands of 
the 
Wright 


irothers for a machine. 
One of the 


rongest requirements was that the ma- 
line stay in the air nn hour. 
The 


•hole world, especially France, Germany 
nd England, thought the United States 
overnment foolish in demanding that a 
ying machine be able to stay in the air 
n hour, hut the Wright brothers built 


a machine which met the requirements 
of the government, and it. was accepted. 


Since the lirst venture, the government 


las purchased a number of machines. 
Practically all'of,them have proven their 
vorth. though as yet no demand for 
ictual demonstration of the war value 
of the machines has been possible. The 
nearest approach to this was when the 
government dispatched three aeroplanes 
to .San Antonio. Texas, where the federal 
troops were sent last spring to protect 
American interests in the recent Mexican 
revolt. A number of long flights were 
made in that country. On several .occa- 
sions the great machine swept over the 
camps of the rebels, giving them a silent 
warning that the United States govern 
ment meant business. After "the troops 
were recalled from Texas the machine 
were shipped back to College Park, Md. 
but one machine, a Wright biplane, wa 
left at San Antonio, where the govern- 
ment will some day: establish a perma- 
nent aviation school. 


After the return of the planes to Col- 


efc-? Park two others were purchased. 
This civcs the army five machines. Two 
are in use by the navy, but these are 
known to the flying world as hydro- 
aeroplanes, made to fly from the water. 


Over 300 Successful Flights. 


Five officers were at first detailed to 


the! aviation school at College Park, but 
since then another man has been added. 
There are. four machines there, two of 
the Wright type and two of the Curliss. 
Since the school was opened over 
3m 


successful flights have been made by the 
officers, not one meeting with the. slight- 
est personal injury, though at times they 
have -injured their machines considerably 
in landing. The men at lirst mnili: only 
short flights, ranging from three to ten 
minutes, and.going no higher than .-.nil 
feet. From time to time they increased 
their lime in the air and have on sev- 
eral occasions made flights lasting over 
an Itour. They have increased their a - 
titude until they have gone 4...00 feet 
this record being held by Lieut. U. ii 
Arnold. From this their attention was 
turned to making cross-country flights 
and they have flown over the city of 
Washington at 
least a dozen times. 


Once they made a trip to Ircdcnck, Md., 
another time over to Fort Meyer \a., 
out to Chevy Chase lake in the district, 
and on Labor day three machines flew 
from College Park, Md., over the Ren- 
nine. ».

The governor also 
favors the plan of state farm? for inebriates along the 
lines urged some months ago by The Sentinel in a 
series of editorials in which was set forth the useless- 
ness and inhumanity of sending drunkards to jail. 


We believe a system of state farms for the- general 


classes of delinquents who arc sent to county jails for 
penal terms would work great good to the classes re- 
ferred to and would prove a source of public economy. 
tut at the same time we arc much inclined to the be- 
lief that some arrangement in law by which all 
classes of offenders in the county, jails and most classes 
in the state prisons could be employed on the high- 
ways of the state would prove salutary to the prison- 
ers and of vast permanent good to the state. 
Nor 


iwould such a system operate against the success of 
state farms. 
It could, indeed, be made an essential 


part of the system. At all events, the farm proposi- 
tion is in all ways and on all accounts to be commend- 
ed for the moral and physical benefit the farms would 
afford to delinquents and for the saving, it vouchsafes 
the state. 


Of inebriate farms there can hardly be two opinions. 


They would rescue hundreds from the thralldom of 
drink, restore them to health and usefulness and cut 
off a heavy item of public expense. The drunkard is 
not a criminal. Ik is a diseased unfortunate. Pro- 
per treatment will save him morally and restore him 
physically. Many useful lives can be found among 
them and it is a sin of the state to permit the com- 
plete ruin of men whom it can put upon their feet by 
merely providing the means to do it.

incorporated for,the purpose of opening stores on the 
co-operative plan.

Wcrs were in the last stages of th 
lisease and they wore unable to diag 
nose the cases until shortly before th 
deaths occurred. 


Considerable interest has been arouse 
i regard to the circumstances attcnrl 


me tlic deaths of the two diphtheria pa 
tients, and-the local board of henH 
took drastic measures in order to get t 
the truth concerning the 
eases. D 


Crull intended to make examples of tl 
physicians who were so negligent in r 
porting diphtheria, but this forenoon i 
stated that he had made investigatioi 
and found that the doctors were in no 
way to blame for what appeared at iirst 
to be serious offenses.

Sly Old Dr. Bennett Did the 


Stunt Away Back in 


1825. 


PIONEER AN EXPERT 


New York, Oct. 30.—A modest-looking 


man of 50 passed through >Tew York 
the other day on liis -way to Europe, 
•where he hopes to dispose of some patent 
rights in an invention of his own. If 
there is anything in heredity he should 
be a born inventor, as his great-grand- 
father invented something that has be- 
come famous. 
This invention is known in America as 


the shell game and in England as thiin- 


, ble rigging- There is no patent on it, 


and any one can use it who has the 
nerve and the necessary skill, but no 
man has ever been found who could play 
it as well as its inventor. 


The exact year in which this game 


•was first brought to the attention of 
the public is uncertain, but its undis- 
puted inventor. Dr. Bennett, was about 
70 at his last recorded appearance, which 
was on board a steamer running up the 
Red river of Louisiana. This river trip 
•n-as made about 1835, and it was popu- 
larly supposed that the doctor had been 
following his profession of thimble rig- 
ger for at least forty years and had ac- 
cumulated a large fortune by it.

his 


great-grandson says, none of ihe family 
could ever discover. 
Personally the doctor seems to have 


been one of those men for whom educa- 
tion had done enough nnd a good educa- 
tion had done more, but bad associations 
had spoiled it all. Like all southern 
(ramblers, his principal hunting ground 
was on the river steamers of those days, 
•which were peculiarly suited to such a 
purpose, as every person who had busi- 
ness of importance to 
transact away 


from home was sure to make use of the 
river during some part of the journey, 
and such persona usually had large sums 


m°Frrst Played With Thimbles. 
The shell game was originally known 


as the (tome of thimbles, and under that 
name several penal statutes were en- 
acted against it in the states of Georgia. 
Alabama, Mississippi and Tennessee. 
Dr. Bennett was generally- credited with 
being the moving cause of these laws, 
but as thn legislation does not seem to 
have spread to Louisiana he made that 
state his chief base of operations in bis 
declining years. 
As originally conceived the game was 


played with three actual thimbles and 
the ball that the player had to find was 
nothing but a little wad of paper tightly 
rolled. 
When fairly played the three 


thimbles arc placed in a row and the op- 
orator shows the ball to be under one ot 
them, nothing under the two 
other 


thimbles. The ball is then rolled with 
the third finger back and forth upon the 
table and is "reepatedly stopped and cov- 
ered by one or other of the thimbles, re- 
leased" again and passed on to another 


»4himblo until finally all three thimbles 
"lire suddenly brought to rest, the op-

Mason, and Dr. Charles S--Harle—who 
are serving* a sentence in the grim sub- 
terranean prison of San Juan de Ulua, 
may be released from the terrible wdeal 
through. which they have been made to 
pass during the last four years. 
"Horrible! Horrible! I could, not be- 


lieve tUat such a terrible condition ex- 
isted in Mexico or any other civilized 
country," was the remark which Presi 
dent-cle,ct Francisco I. Madero made re 
cently as he emerged from the dark auc 
dingy chambers beneath the waters o 
the gulf in the harbor of Vora 
Cruz, 


where hundreds of suffering men arc 
confined in a veritable living tomb. 


Mr. Madero, upon his arrival iu Vcra 


Cruz from a trip through Yucatan and 
Campeehe, asked the local authorities to 
take him out to the prison in order that 
he might obtain a personal knowledge oE 
the conditions that exist there. He ad- 
mitted after his return from the experi- 
ence thai he was stunned by the atroci- 
ties that lie learned had been practiced 
•upon the victims in this prison. 


Madero Is Horrified. 


"H i* unbelievable," he. declared, "that 


liuman beings could be made to undergo 
Euch cruelties and live."
